The kindergarten checkerboard erodes universal schooling

he kindergarten issue seems 
to be clear cut. Ensure the 


kids’ financial future (perhaps | 


compromising their education) by 
cutting costs now, or pay for a 
superior education but saddle 
them with a crippling debt. 

Them’s the facts, two clear op- 
tions, and the decision has been 
made. But there are other facts. 

A lot of school boards have 
chosen to augment funding to kin- 
dergarten, in a variety of ways. 
Some allow families to “buy” more 
hours, some don’t. Some limit 
kindergarten to 200 hours, par- 
ticularly in southern Alberta. 
Some provide 400 hours at close 
to last year’s price. So what we 
have is a checkerboard effect, the 
complete dismantling of univer- 
sally accessible education, one of 
the foundations of our society. 
Just like that. 

What does that mean? Does it 
mean that kids in the south will 
grow up stupider than kids in 
the north? Well, maybe, espe- 
cially if the Grade 1 curriculum 
is changed to accommodate the 
less-prepared. Conceivably, it 
will be the same with Grade 2 
and Grade 3, and so on, as the 
less prepared children continue 
to play “catch up”. 

The other thing is that “buying” 
more kindergarten time is de- 
pendent on the family’s ability to 
pay for it. So in some areas, the 
checkerboard effect is tied to 
economic status. Another viola- 
tion of universality, one that is 
an anathema to the values of 
this country.

It is easy to find research indi- 
cating that kindergarten is 
essential to children in modern 
society. It is equally easy to find 
research indicating that it is not. 
Nobody has ever said it is bad for 
children. I have heard a lot of 


| people say that they had never 


gone to kindergarten, usually be- 
fore they say that they walked 40 
miles to school, uphill both ways. 
They say, “And I turned out all 
right,” which is, actually, a matter 
of opinion. 

There are some reasons to fund 
kindergarten: 

+ The world is changing rapidly. 
Even manual laborers find they 
have to be comfortable with.com- 
puters, databases and other “high 
tech” procedures if they are to be 
successful. And, as global com- 
munication opportunities expand 
with lightning speed, it is more 
and more essential that children 
have a head start. 

- There are not enough spaces 
for five-year-olds in good, li- 
censed daycare centres in the 
province to take up the slack in 
terms of pre-school education. 

- A lot of children do not have 
access to some activities, espe- 
cially cultural and technological, 
that richer kids take for granted. 
Kindergarten field trips open the 
mind and heart early. 

- Pre-school kids in the country 
tend to spend a lot of time with 
their parents, which is wonder- 
ful. But learning to play with other 
children, topay attention to adults 
other than their parents, and to 
work easily in a group are skills 
that must be developed before 
they enter Grade 1. Otherwise, 
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they will be left far behind many 
other children. Rural kids should 
not be discriminated against. 


hose are the direct reasons 

kindergarten hours should be 
maintained at 400 hours. But 
there are other reasons as well, 
ones that will have a profound 
impact on every citizen of this 
county: 

+ There is no way to tell what 
the future holds, but we should 
prepare ourselves and our chil- 
dren to meet the challenges of 
the next millennium by giving 
them the best possible education. 
We are going to become very de- 
pendent on them for our own 
futures. 

- Ina poll of three major corpo- 
rations who recently settled in 
Alberta — Shell Canada, Canadi- 
an Pipelines and the National 
Energy Board — education was 
second in a list of priorities for 
employees. The first was hous- 
ing, the third was arts and culture. 

: We might lose our greatest 
resource — our kids — to other 
places. We want our children to 
be able to stay in Alberta: on the 
farm, or in the towns or cities that 
spawned them. In order to have 
jobs for them, and to offer thema 
high quality of life, more oppor- 
tunities must be developed. With 
a solid and innovative education 
under their belts, they will 
make their own opportunities, 
whether in agriculture, industry, 
manufacturing, or business. These 
kindergarten children willrun our 
county in the future if we develop 
their abilities early in life, and 
help them make meaningful lives 
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for themselves right here. 

- By not funding kindergarten, 
we are giving a quiet message to 
all children that education is not 
important. We might be setting 
them up for lifetimes of undera- 
chievement and apathy. We need 
to send strong messages to all the 
kids in the school system right 
away: “education ts important. We 
put our money on it. And we de- 
pend upon all of you to do well.” 


W: have to salute the Alberta 
school boards who have 
made the commitment to offer 
400 hours of kindergarten to eve- 
ry family, for a reasonable price. 
They did this, mind you, without 
the ability to raise more money 
through higher taxes. Some of 
these boards are far from the 
wealthiest in the province. 

Their decision, therefore, was 
based on sorting out priorities, 
and putting children at the top of 
the list.

As the smoke clears 
over Alberta 









he Big Picture is begin- 
ning to become more 
clear. We've had enough 
time between and after the 
Klein government's scatter 
bomb attacks on Canadian 
institutions and social con- 
ventions to begin to see what's 
happening. 

For example, when they 
shut down the ALCB stores and 
cut people off welfare, it was 
not clear how the two actions 
were related. But now it looks 
like the welfare cuts were 
designed to create insecurity 
at the bottom of the economic 
scale.

Debt-cutting’s trail blazers 


Joanna Beresford, an educator and representative the New 
Zealand Educational Institute, came to Edmonton to tell the 
other side of the New Zealand story. The massive government 
cutbacks and privatization there are often cited as examples of 


economic “reforms” that should happen here. 


Her assessment of her country’s situation differs significantly 
from what Roger Douglas, the former New Zealand finance 


minister, tells the Tories. 


“New Zealand’s experience has seen a triumph of ideology, 
and not much more than that,” 
Alberta Federation of Labour. 

“We still have high debt and high unemployment, work pres- 
sures have increased and living standards have declined. The 
small group of better off have done well, but there have been 
enormous economic and social pressures applied to the bulk of 
the population. Education is underfunded, health services are 
not coping with demands, there is overcrowding in housing, and 
social divisions and social tensions are acute. Labour laws are 


repressive. 


“Youth unemploymentis chronic, and unemployment amongst 
the indigenous Maori people and immigrant communities from 
Pacific Island states is more than double the national average.” 

Beresford said she hoped people in Alberta would look at 
New Zealand’s experience and try to learn lessons about 
what could or should be done in response, and what must 


still be done. 


What follows is an abridged version of her speech. -

lot has been made of the 

virtues of New Zealand’s 
program of economic restructur- 
ing. Elements of the economic 
Structural adjustment programs 
implemented by successive gov- 
ernments since 1985 have differed 
in detail between that applied by 
the Labour government (1984 to 
1990) and the conservative Na- 
tional (party) government (1990 
onwards). In summary, Labour 
liberalized the economy (through 
deregulation and privatization) 
but somewhat strengthened labor 
market and welfare protections. 
National has concentrated on sub- 
stantial labor market deregulation 
and major cuts in and charges for 
various Social services. There were 
also major splits and divisions 


- within both parties over the pace 


and form of change. 

Within Labour, Roger Douglas 
advocated the hit’em hard and 
hit’em fast theory — on the basis 
that if you seek to make change 
slowly it gives those opposing 
change the opportunity to organ- 
ize effectively against it or pervert 
its intended direction.

Acountry that is worried about 
its debt would be very careful 
about selling its assets. It would 
certainly want to make sure that if 
it got rid of assets, debt was de- 
clining. Otherwise it would have 
the same or a higher debt burden 
with less asset backing and witha 
lower base from,which to gener- 
ate income to service debt. In New 
Zealand, assets were sold along- 
side rising public debt. 

The point is that it is the firm 
view of New Zealand unions that 
debt was merely the excuse. The 
real motivation was to dismantle 
as much as possible any involve- 
ment of the public sector in the 
economy. One of the more con- 
troversial aspects of our 
privatization program was the sale 
of the state plantation forests. 
There is a recent book out on the 
process of forest sale. The man 
the government appointed to 
oversee the sale is reported as 
saying that he would have been 
prepared to give the forests away 
as long as they were placed in 
private hands. This is a fairly 
graphic illustration that the wor- 
ry about debt was a gigantic 
political confidence trick. 

The second motivation was to 
redistribute income back to capi- 
tal and to higher income groups. 
Itwas the fightback of the wealthy 
against the decades of welfare 
state development. It was the 
movement to a less equal distri- 
bution of income, wealth and

When 
Roger Douglas became Minister of 
Finance, Labour had inherited the 
debt run up in large measure by 
policies pursued by a feckless Na- 
tional government (and supported 
by Bill Birch, the current finance 
minister and Jim Bolger, the cur- 
rent prime minister). 

So there is no 'doubt there was a 
problem and that the debt issue 
had to be addressed. 

The issue is were the policies 
adopted by Roger Douglas and com- 
pany the answer? 

Over a six year period there was 
a massive privatization program. 
The government sold its petro- 





and the burden of that debt has 
increased even more because it is 
all a burden on the taxpayer with 
no ability to service some of it out 
of the profits of trading enterprises 
or from sales from the forests. 
This in turn has put pressure 


| back on our social services, with 


a combination of extra charges 
for or cuts in education, health, 
housing and welfare service. 
New Zealand pioneered the wel- 
fare state. 

Now its key services, like hous- 
ing, are in a sorry state of decay or, 
like health, declining rapidly. And 
education has become a battle- 
ground which neither side of the 
ideological divide has yet won — 
or lost.

Our estimate of the level of job 
shortage in New Zealand — official 
unemployment, plus under-employ- 
ment and concealed unemployment 
— is 18.4 percent of the labor force 
— roughly twice the official unem- 
ployment rate. 

‘Ithas fallen a little in the last two 
years but is still well above the 
unemployment rate that the Na- 
tional government inherited from 
Labourin 1990. Furthermore, even 
government agencies and business 
houses with optimistic views on 
how the economy will grow have 
unemployment remaining at 
around 8 percent for the next four 
or more years — twice the level at 
the start of the period and twelve 
years down the track. 

Aderegulated economy has been 
a disaster for the youth of New 
Zealand. 


he economy has grown 

reasonably strongly over the 
last two years, but that growth was 
as much a result of good luck as it 
was of good management. It is frag- 
ile, and there are real doubts that it 
can be sustained. 










Many of the economic funda- 
mentals that would sustain growth 
— sound infrastructure, deepen- 
ing skills base, strong research 
and development programs, are 
simply lacking. 

There were three coincident fac- 
tors that meant that the experiences 
of the last two years owe as much 
to good luck as they do to good 
management. Ina country like New 
Zealand, with its geographic isola- 
tion, low population densities, high 
debt and trading focus, there are 
four “prices” that are critical to 
economic well-being, even in the 
short term. These are petrol prices 
(New Zealand is an oil importing 
country with high transport cost 
dependency), interest rates, the 
terms of trade (how prices for ex- 
ports are moving relative to prices 
of imports) and wages. 

With the first three, internation- 
al events beyond the design or 
control of policy makers combined 
to produce “lucky times” as much 
as “good times”. Oil prices fell, in- 
ternational interest rates plunged, 
and the terms of trade rose to lev- 
els that are very high by recent 
historical standards (buoyed by par- 
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ticular surges in some commodity 
prices like timber). Added to that 
was the fact that unemployment 
had more than doubled, creating a 
workforce that was extremely un- 
certain about job security. 

Deregulating the labor market 
(such as by taking unions out of 
the law) allowed unemployment to 
depress wage rates. 

There is no way that the first 
three factors can be expected to 
endure, and if the economy con- 
tinues to grow, a deregulated labor 
market is likely to generate wage 
pressures in areas of skill shortage. 

The message here is that expec- 
tations of good times based on the 
experiences and particular condi- 
tions of the last two years would be 
most unwise. 

Indeed, interest rates are now 
on the rise and ominous signs of 
business failure continue. (Fortex, 
the pride of the meat industry, has 
fallen into receivership, throwing 
almost 2,000 people out of work.) 

The greatest success of the New 
Zealand model does indeed lie in its 
ideological purity and consistency 
— as opposed to sound economic 
performance. 
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Vote stifled 


The public is not well served in the rush to sell Ed Tel

he current rush by city council 

to divest itself of Ed Tel before 
the end of the summer raises con- 
cerns about whose interests such a 
decision will serve. At last week’s 
council meeting, when a motion to 
hold a plebiscite on the issue was 
defeated 7-6, special interests won 
over public interest. 

Since 1989, when the city allowed 
Ed Tel to become a separate corpo- 
ration, the appointed board of 
directors have been outspoken in 
support of privatizing the tele- 
phone company. Lobbying for the 
sale of Ed Tel hasn’t been much of 
a hidden agenda on the part of the 
directors, especially ex-school 
board trustee and ex-alderman Mel 
Binder. When in office he proposed 
the sale of both Ed Tel and Edmon- 
ton Power. 

Why the rush to sell? For the 
past month the directors have 
been lobbying city council. “They 
have wined and dined city coun- 
cillors for their support,” says 
Alderman Brian Mason. They want 
to sell Ed Tel by the end of Au- 
gust. At first it appeared to be 
because there was an offer pend- 
ing, a purchaser in the woodwork 
(could it be Telus?). But that evap- 
orated once some aldermen, 
notably Mason, started asking 
pointed questions. Now it appears 
the directors and some on city 
council want to offer a share sale. 

“So far all the Ed Tel Board has 
done is given council graphs and 
charts. I call it audio-visual deci- 
sion making,” says Mason. 

Mason and other aldermen, 
such as Tooker Gomberg and 
Michael Phair, are also concerned 
that the recent report by the Lan- 
caster Financial Group did not 
consider alternatives to privatiza- 
tion. The city-commissioned 
report only verified what some 
councillors, and certainly the 
board of Ed Tel, wanted to hear 
—that the sale of Ed Tel would be 
profitable. 

The questions not raised by the 
private consultant’s report were 
raised by an Eammon Hoey, a 
telecommunication consultant 
in Toronto. He asserts that Ed Tel 
is financially viable and can be so 
in the future, without needing to 
be sold. He further asserted that 
the recent CRTC ruling placing 
government-owned phone com- 
panies under federal pricing 
controls is not a threat to Ed Tel, 
but could be financial boon, since 
Ed Tel already has the lowest res- 
idential rates in Canada. 

In spite of assurances to the 
contrary by John Butler, who 
spoke for the board of directors 
at the city council meeting, the 
evidence across Canada and the 
U.S. is that when phone compa- 
nies are privatized residential 
rates go up, deposits increase and 


workers are laid off in massive 
down-sizing of companies. Like the | 


financial figures that Butler has 








phone companies in the U.S. has 
meant that poorer neighborhoods 
in many cases cannot afford local 
phone service. Residential servic- 
es are charged per call. 

Rather than looking at how Ed 
Tel could get the best deal on 
switching to computer technolo- 
gy and increasing its share of 
profits from the current changes 
to phone technology, the board 
of directors has been setting the 
company up for a quick and easy 
sale. “They should all be re- 
placed,” says Bill Stevenson of the 
Edmonton District Labour Coun- 
cil.” They have no intention of 
doing anything but selling off a 
city asset, and that’s not what they 
were put on the board to do.” 

As a locally owned municipal 
company, Ed Tel can offer not 
only its services but its customer 
base to several competing long- 
distance carriers. To sell both the 
company and its market would be 
a disaster in the long run for the 
taxpayers of Edmonton, Costs 
would include job losses that 
could be in the thousands (wit- 
ness the layoff of AGT staff over 
the past two years) and the prob- 
able increase in residential rates 
and service charges. 

Stevenson, Winston Gereluk, 
Barry Johnson and other con- 
cerned Edmontonians have 
resurrected the Friends of Ed Tel, 
which has grassroots support and 
recently had the agreement of 
former mayor Ivor Dent in the 
pursuit of a plebiscite on the pro- 
posed sale. Even after the vote 
last week that denied the plebi- 
scite, the Friends are currently 


looking at possible legal challeng- 
es and organizing a petition to 
demand a plebiscite on this issue. 

John Butler’s arguments swayed 
some of the aldermen at last 
week’s meeting to vote against a 
plebiscite. He claimed thata pleb- 
iscite would be divisive and could 
possibly cause financial harm to 
the company. Once again pulling 
figures from the air, he asserted 
that the company could lose mil- 
lions in share costs if a public 
debate and vote were held. 

Calling the kettle black, Butler 
asserted that a plebiscite would 
see the hiring of professional 
lobbyists and researchers to chal- 
lenge the issue. Butler didn't tell 
city council that Ed Tel had just 
hired ex-federal Tory cabinet min- 
ister Jim Edwards to do just that 
for the company in Ottawa. 

He also claimed that the sale 
was too important an issue to be 
decided by the unwashed masses 
of Edmonton voters. As if electing 
mayors, aldermen, or voting on 
airports were not important Is- 
sues for the electorate.

“It’s a 
story that might help other peo- 
ple look at their lives and 
problems with more perspective.” 
And Marg wants to tell it all 
through song and anecdotes. 
Pearson says the songs are fun, 
with whimsical titles and country 
blues lyrics penned by Paul Mor- 
gan Donald.

Anything goes at the Fringe Cabaret

he night of June 3 will be 

varied and unpredictable for 
Fringe fanatics. In one salon of the 
Holiday Inn Crowne Plaza, they 
might find musical numbers, a drag 
show, a play in full-scale mini-pro- 
duction or actors doing a line 
reading with the director calling 
out stage directions from the side. 

That's what happens at the Fringe 
Cabaret, a preview of local talent to 
appear at the Edmonton Fringe festi- 
val — this year dubbed Frankenfringe 
Part 13 (adorable poster boy courtesy 
of artistAdele Knowler). Anything goes. 
The Cabaret's line-up has been known 
to change overnight. 

Part fundraiser, part sneak pre- 
view, the Cabaret creates anticipation 
for audiences, provides fodder for 
the media, and gives local talent 
first kick at the cat. “It’s there to 
kickstart people, get ‘em going,” 
says Fringe publicist and actor, 
Heather Swain. 

Local writers, directors and per- 
formers show up to the cabaret with 
excerpts of their shows in whatever 
state is workable. Cabaret partici- 
pants are given broad license; what 
you see may be nothing like what 
will finally appear in August, but 
that’s part of the fun. For example, 
Stewart Lemoine, playwright and 
mastermind of Theatro la Quindici- 
no, is always a wild card. “He never 
does what he'll do at the Fringe,” 
says Swain. Lemoine, who has a per- 
sonal attachment to artifacts of the 
*20s, tends to dust off theatre curios 
from that era and trot them out for 
the evening. 

What we do know is this: the 
evening will be hosted by local ac- 
tors Jeff Haslam and Patti Stiles. 
Confirmed attractions include: an 
excerpt of Linda Karenko’s baby- 















Fringe producer Judy Law- 
rence willbe makingaMAJOR 
ANNOUNCEMENT that her- 
alds dramatic changes in the 
land of Fringe. 

“That night is the calmer 
part of the Fringe,” says 
Swain. “No line-ups, no has- 
sles, and you get a drink at 
your table.” The audienc- 
es who tend to show up at 
the cabaret tend to be 
“hard core Fringers,” as 
Swain calls them, who are 
open to pretty much any- 
thing. “If someone is doing 
a line reading, people buy 
into that and take it for 
what itis. They're very sup- 
portive. You don’t have 
people being critics out 
there; you have 300 peo- 
ple going ‘Yeah!’” 

What audiences are treated to is 
anticipation freely shared, a tinc- 
ture of the excitement that will 
burst forth in a couple of months; 
and also the philosophical essence 
of the Fringe in action — namely, 
creative people testing new ideas. 

“The Fringe is an incredibly safe 
environment to explore,” says 
Swain. “Scary as it all can be for 
actors, the Fringe is safe. You have «* 
the abstract — the idea of creative 
freedom, that sense of ‘no-one can 
tell me what to do;’ but there are 
also the concrete — the venues, 
the techs, and the Fringe’s creden- 
tials. So there’s the abstract,.and a 
concrete mould to pour it into.” 

“It’s an uncritical opportunity,” 
says David Belke, just back from 
the budding Fringe Festival in Or- 
lando, Fla., where he mounted his 
effort from last summer's Edmon- 
ton Fringe, Blackpool and Parisb. 
Belke made his initial splash as a 
playwright with the wildly success- 
ful Maltese Bodkin at the first 
Fringe Cabaret four years ago, when 
he was virtually an unknown, “The 
media really latched onto it after 
that night. There was a real antici- 
patory energy after that.” 

Belke, who had the opportuni- 
ty to witness a younger, smaller 
Fringe in Florida has returned 
“with a certain amount of pride” 
welling about Edmonton's festi- 
val, upon which the artist-driven 
Orlando festival is based.

n artsy yet nostalgic downtown 
Edmonton cafe provided the 
perfect locale for an interview with 
former MuchMusic VJ Laurie Brown 
about her new book, Success With- 
out College, Days and Nights in 

Rock and Roll Tv. 

Mid-afternoon people-watchers sit 
around the tables, sipping coffee, 
listening to soft background folk mel- 

| odies. Brown, in her black leather 
jacket, appears to be a part of the 
atmosphere. She considers herself 

to bea Rolling Stoner, unchanged by 

fame; like the basics in the cafe un- 
touched by popularity. A constant. 

Years ago, matchbook covers 
boasted Success Without College, 
advertising training for TV repair 
and similar trades. According to 
Brown, a college degree is not 
needed to be in rock and roll, nor 
TV for that matter. “Anybody can 
be on TV,” she claims. Thus, the 
basis of her book. 

Success Without College, Days 
and Nights in Rock and Roll TV 
recounts memorabilia from Brown's 
tape library of interviews with the 
likes of Bono, Mick Jagger, David 
Byrne, Kate Bush and other top 
names. Further, she contributes her 
opinion on the influences of rock 
and roll TV and the struggle be- 
tween the forces of rebellion and 
the forces of capitalism.

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Brown found herself co-hosting 
and producing The New Music, 
Toronto City TV's internationally 
syndicated rock journalism weekly 
from 1985-89. In 1987, she took on 


MuchMusic’s “The Power Hour” | 


where she hosted a weekly review 
of heavy metal music. Currently, 
she is an arts reporter for CBC's 
Prime Time. 

She admitted feeling uncomfort- 
able being interviewed, but 
nonetheless fared well. “I don't like 
it,” confessed the 1993 winner of 
the Canadian Conference on the 





Arts award for excellence in arts | 


journalism. “I'm talking way too 
much about myself.” 

According to Brown, gender dis- 
tinguishes her from other Rock 
journalists. “Some male journal- 
ists get obsessed with rock and 
roll, especially with trivia. But 
they never really see the fact that 
rock and roll isn’t everything. It's 
only a slice of life.” 

She refers to John Steinbach's 
character, Mrs. Joad, in The Grapes 
of Wrath to support her understand- 
ing of the male-female gender gap. 
In this scene, Mrs. Joad explains to 
her son that men see the world as a 
series of obstacles while women flow 
with the river, bending and curving, 
but still flowing. Brown attempts to 
illustrate the world of rock and roll 
TV within this “female” perspective. 
And she succeeds. 

Her understanding of the gen- 
der gap is one person's perspective, 
not a statement of how all women 
think. And the feminist agenda clut- 
ters the author’s appreciation of 
rock and roll.

Furthermore, while relating her 
own interpretations, she assumes 
the voices of others, blurring the 
line between fact and fiction. The 
book, however, remains a light- 
hearted, humorous, though 
occasionally predictable, read. 

Although her expertise in the arts 
is undeniable, she admits that writ- 
ing this book about her passion 
with rock and roll was a two-year 
challenge. “I think there is a cer- 
tain bit of me that wants to have a 
new experience in the same way a 
lot of musicians are always push- 
ing the edge of their own 
experience,” said Brown, referring 
to a section of her book. She con- 
tinues to learn and grow. 

For instance, she claims to have 
learned to identify the Canadian 
sound, built on a folk and country 
music base. Be it Joni Mitchell, 
Snow or the Crash Test Dummies, 
she claims that it is the way we tell 
our stories that defines us. 

Brown says that one challenge 
she would still like to take is inter- 
viewing Bob Dylan. “Some people 
say he has no mind left, but I'd like 
to find out for myself,” she says. 

Clearly opposed to the effects of 
capitalism on rock and roll indus- 
try, Laurie Brown sides with 
rebellion. And although rock and 
roll is a symbol of rebellion, she 
argues that it stands still. She in- 
sists she will be listening to rock and 
roll when her two children are teen- 
agers indulging in it, even if she 
hates its sound. “I want to find out 
what's going on and rock and roll is 
the best way to find out what's going

A common interest in Transmis- 
sion Meditation led to Niz’s 
involvement with guitarist Kevin 
Smith of Nickelfinger. “It helps cen- 
tre your space and it’s great for 
creativity too. When you go out and 
play after a meditation it’s just beau- 
tiful. When I play I really try to 
connect to the spiritual source, god- 
head, whatever you want to call it.

Pax Arcana packs years into months

] *d love to look at the book- 
shelves belonging to the mem- 
bers of Pax Arcana, Edmonton's 
newest “alternative” rock band. Al- 
though no one would likely admit 
it, I'm pretty certain there are one 
or two Anthony Robbins books kick- 
ing around. Its the only way to 
explain how this group has man- 
aged to accomplish more in its brief 
existence than many groups do in 
an entire career. 

When lead singer Alex de Car- 
tier and keyboardist Marek 
Forysinski formed the band six 
months ago, they had some defi- 
nite goals in mind. “The whole idea 
was to do everything a band does, 
in the period of a year,” explains 
Forysinski, “We set out to write a 
bunch of songs, produce a disc and 
a video and book a tour.” 

With the release of its 12-track 
compact disc Nowbere Now Here, 
the band is right on schedule. They 
have also produced a video to ac- 
company their firstsingle “Wasted,” 
and have booked themselves a Eu- 
ropean tour for later this summer. 
As de Cartier explains it, “what 
we're doing this year takes most 
bands three to five years.” 

From the outset, Pax Arcana was 
designed to escape the pitfalls that 
have plagued other independent 
bands. “Most bands usually have 
plenty of creativity and plenty of 
musicianship,” says Forysinski, “but 
they have very little business sense 
or lack the motivation and energy 
to keep things rolling. It’s really a 
long, involved effort, and for a 
group to stay together that long 
and to be able to feed themselves, 
well the odds are against it. With 
us, keeping it concise and concen- 
trated and very intense, keeps 
everybody’s energy up and things 
get done.” 











The band has a bit of an edge in 
certain areas. Musical ability aside, 
both Forysinski and bassist Corey 
Parmenter have experience in the 
production and engineering of re- 
cordings (Forysinski has produced 
or engineered such local acts as 
the loved one and Minstrels on 
Speed), while de Cartier has 
worked with a number of bands, 
booking and road managing the 
Nowhere Blossoms’ 1992 Canadi- 
an/European Tour. 

In addition to their behind the 
scenes talents, all of the band mem- 
bers are accomplished musicians. 
In addition to de Cartier, Forysin- 
ski and Parmenter, the group is 
rounded out by drummer Derek 
Sagert and lead guitarist Mike Bin- 
nendyk. At 18 and 20 respectively, 
Sagert and Binnendyk are the 
group's youngest members, yet 
according to de Cartier their musi- 
cal tastes were more “intellectual” 
than his own “sloppy, punk-rock 
roots.” 

The variety of the individual 
styles and influences shows 
through on the band’s 12-track CD. 
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Pax Arcana 


In passing it around to friends, 
comparisons were made to every- 
one from Soundgarden (de 
Cartier’s vocals have a similar un- 
polished sound) to the Tragically 
Hip and even to early Squeeze on 
the track “See”. 

That diversity demanded a cer- 
tain degree of compromise from 
members, who sometimes had to 
sacrifice personal vision to group 
influence. But as lead guitarist Bin- 
nendyk explains it, “the members 
have learned to rely more on pro- 
fessionalism than chemistry.” 

In a recent performance at the 
People’s Pub, Pax Arcana lacked 
neither chemistry or energy. De- 
spite that businesslike attitude 
toward meeting career goals, the 
band seems to genuinely enjoy 
performing. Amid casual banter and 
shameless plugging of their CD, 
they delivered a live performance 
that more than matched the quality 
of their recorded tracks. They’re a 
tight band, and their enthusiasm is 
infectious. Its difficult to believe 
that their first performance was 
only five months ago.

A interviews, but it doesn’t come out well.” 
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If there’s one criticism of Pavement, it comes from a certain camp who claims most of 


Pavement’s earlier work was built on Fall songs. Malkmus doesn’t take it as a jab. Both he and 


Nastanovich realize rock critics have to have other music to compare Pavement to. As long as it's a 
band they like, they don’t care. (Mind you, they don’t like comparisons to The Wedding Prescat. 
Pavement aren’t big fans, and don’t seem happy the British band covered a song of theirs.) 

“When it comes to The Fall, we pretty much tried to rip them off the best we can,” jokes 
Malkmus. “Especially on Slanted and Enchanted. But it’s hard to find any Fall on the new record.” 

' Malkmus doesn’t mind comparisons and rip-offs, save when it comes to his album artwork. 
Pavement’s CD liners are filled with strange polaroids and scribbled nonsense, abstract pastiches of 
the everyday. ante . 
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e iA: ae $ j % *s also sick of the “lo-fi” label. Crooked 

; ‘ bj Rain, Crooked Rain kissed the mono sound 
good-bye, and brought in new musical 
influences, as diverse as jazz and country. Still, 
the new record was self-produced, just like 
every other Pavement release. 

“Producers are for arrangement,” scoffs fF; 
Malkmus. “They say ‘play it again’ to the 
drummer. That's all they do.” 

“And a lot of bands have told us ‘the 
producer fucked up our sound’,” intercedes 
Nastanovich. 

“At least this way we didn't get something 
we don’t want and didn’t have to pay for it,” 
finishes Malkmus. “We fuck up our sound 
ourselves.” 

Pavement have also been on a writing 
binge. Nastanovich says the band is already 
prepared to record again. Their show is filled 
with new work and it seems the band is getting 
stronger. When they play their standards, you f 
can almost be sure they'll change the songs 
around to some point. They turned “Gold 
Soundz” into a sing-along jazz-fusion kind of 
thing, and they fiddled with the lyrics of “Cut 
Your Hair’. “Here,” the bands most outstanding 
ballad, is given, yes, a big-penis rock edge. 


shmash of monotone noise and effects which was embraced by the critics as “lo-fi,” a not entirely new 

rock. But one song, “Box Elder”, an uproariously straightforward pop piece, (with 
the brilliant lines “I bot a lot of things to do/ A lot of places to go/ I got a lot of good things coming my way/ And I'm afraid to say 
that you're not one of them.”) found its way to the ears of The Wedding Present, who immediately covered the song. 

The critics were salivating. Oh sure, the single was basically a collection of drunken noise, but underneath was a foundation 
‘or brilliance. 

The band released its first full-length LP, Slanted and Enchanted, on Matador, which was praised as “album of 1992” in 
publications on both sides of the Atlantic. The band released Watery, Domestic early in ‘93, Malkmus’ small-town California 
retrospective. But the band was going through personnel changes, as Young had gone too progrock for the rest of the group. (He’s 
now working with estranged Mercury Rev member David Baker.) New York bassist Marc Ibold was made an official member. 
New York bus driver, Bobby Nastanovich, was the new drummer and Stephen West was also added. 

The members decided to make the band their number one commitment only in 1993, and proceeded to record what is already 
shaping up as 1994’s top album, Crooked Rain, Crooked Rain. Gone is the lo-fi hard-edged Pavement, replaced by a group of 
sarcastic spokesmen for and against the industry. They are not afraid to bite the hands that feed them. 

It’s two hours before the band’s set to go on at the Republik, so Nastanovich and Malkmus spent about an hour talking about 
their ride to fame. Nastanovich is outgoing and confident, the guy who books the interviews and. sets the times. Malkmus is quict, 
even nervous. He fidgets, runs his fingers through his hair and fingers two days worth of stubble on his chin. 

Nastanovich, true to his bus-driving past, is driving the interview. Malkmus is the reluctant, shy passenger. ‘ 

Even while the band originated in California, it would be unfair to call them anything but a New York band. The city has been 
home to four of the five members at one time or another, and the one thing Nastanovich says they all have in common is their 
undying love for the New York Rangers. “Marc has gone to about twenty games this year,” says Nastanovich. “That's why we 
love Canada. Hockey’s on every night.”

It was late evening, Sunday, May 
9. My girlfriend and I decided to head 
over to Mickey Finn’s for a snack and 
a quiet beer. We sat with some people 
we recognized, got our food and our 
beer, and relaxed. 


However, there were about six 
punk fock dudes setting up band 
equipment at one end of the bar who 
were wearing leather jackets and... 
kilts. I quickly found out they were the 
Real McKenzies from Vancouver. 
They had come down to the Bronx a 
few weeks before to open for the 
Forgotten Rebels, who didn’t show up; 
so they played for a small, relatively 
unappreciative crowd. I was supposed 
to interview the Forgotten Rebels that 
night, and since I didn’t get a call from 
them, I didn’t bother going to the 
show. Therefore, I had no idea what to 
expect from these guys. 

My girlfriend was tired, so she 
went back home to bed. My curiosity 
got the better of me, so I stuck around, 
ordered another beer and made small 
talk with the other people at my table 
as the pub started to fill up. 

I noticed a couple of older guys 
sitting right by the stage area, and I 
wondered how long it would take for 
them to abandon their beers and run 
out of the pub with their hands over 
their ears once the band started. 


Finally the band burst into their 
first number. Paul McKenzie, the 


singer, hollered along to a tune called 
“Scots Wha Ha’e”, while bouncing 
around like a drunken Scot punk. 
















































Actually, that’s what he was. The other 
people at my table, who had been 
preparing to leave, chose to order 


another pitcher. It was almost 
midnight, and the night was just 
beginning.

The crowd in the pub was already 
unusually big and diverse for a Sunday 
night, and they responded with a 
hearty cheer. With that, Raven 
MacLeod blew into his mighty War 
Pipes, and the band tore into another 
crazed Scot-punk rock ‘n’ roll number. 
I looked over at the two old guys. They 
were tapping their feet. They had 
ordered another round. 

“Okay, lads and lassies, it’s tyme 
fur a beeerrr solo, so let’s make it a 
grrrand one, aye!” The singer pounded 
back an entire pint of dark ale, and the 
band played on. 

The crowd began getting bigger 
and rowdier, and eventually there were 
some people holding entire pitchers of 
dark ale, toasting and swilling with the 
band at the end of every tune. Nobody 
was without beer. NOBODY. In 
between some songs the band 
members would hold leather jackets in 
their teeth and shake their heads back 
and forth. A scary sight indeed. 

Later in the set, the band did some 
a cappella numbers (a word which they 
say was stolen from the Scottish word 
“AAACH CAPELLACHHH”!), and 
the singer managed to bust a mike 
stand. Some guy from the crowd came 
up and joined two members of the 
band in the last a cappella number of 
the set. It was great. Thus ends the 
band’s first set. It was probably about a 
quarter after one. The two old dudes 
were still sitting there drinking, with 
no intention of leaving. 

After a short break during which 
the roadie. (also wearing .a_ kilt) 
repaired the mike stand, I got a promo 
copy of the Real McKenzies demo 
from Raven MacLeod (bagpipe 
player), and three guys in the bar did 
an impromptu a cappella song, Paul 
McKenzie (the singer) announced that 
there would be a “fuzzy butt 
competition.” The six guys (five band 
members and the aforementioned 
roadie) came up on stage to lift their 
kilts and show off their butts, one by 
one (nope, no underwear here, kids). 
The crowd responded with hoots and 
cheers. The winner was their bass 
player, Angus MacFuzzybutt, to which 
Paul McKenzie responded by 
exclaiming, “Heerrre’s a fuzzy butt fur 
ye,” and lifting up the front of his kilt, 
he flashed the whole bar. This set the 
mood for their second set. 

About two songs into their second 
set, tables got shoved out of the way 
and people began dancing and freaking 
out in front of the stage, spilling beer, 
and falling down. A lot of their songs 
are appropri versions of older 
punk tunes, and when they played their 
version of Anarchy in the U.K. 
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his guitar for him, and he continued 
playing. The guy who had dragged me 
in also emerged from the pit at about 
this time with a big bloody cut over his 


eye. 

At about 2 a.m., the band finished 
up a song and the singer lowered his 
head and said, “I have a verry sad 
announcement t’ make. It’s last call.” 
He turned and dried his eyes, as Raven 
belted out a sad tune on the bagpipes 
and the bass player dove over a table 
and made a mad rush for the bar, as did 
everyone else. Raven’s bagpipe solo 
segued into another song when the 
band got back to the stage area. 

Eventually, some troublemakers 
started to materialize. A couple of 
losers started getting rowdy with each 
other in the pit, and band members 
would kick them in the ass when they 
would get too close. The singer was 
saying, “Go fuckin’ sit down. I'll shoo 
yé how t’ fuckin’ dance!” Then he'd 
break into traditional Scottish jigs. 
This was during the second-to-last 
song. When it ended, it was about 2:30 
a.m. 

Then they burst into their version 
of “I Got a Right” by the Stooges (“I 
got a roit... to be Scottish!!!) and 
about half of the packed house 
crunched together in front of the pit. 
Chaos ensued. Someone jumped the 
singer and a minor struggle erupted. 
The singer responded, “If y’ keep 
hittin’ me I’m going t’ haf ¢’ start 
hittin’ ye back!” A fight between two 
other guys broke out right after, which 
caused people to fall all over the place 
and beers to get knocked over. It took a 
while to break it up. The singer 
exclaimed, “Aye! I loov a good fight! 
Let’s drrink to honorrr! Honorrr!” The 
crowd responded with applause and 
more beer swillage (everyone had 
stocked up at last call). The band then 
went into a last chorus of “I Got a 
Right To Be Scottish”, the crowd had 
their last freakout, and the show was 
over. The singer wandered off the 
Stage wiggling his newly loosened 
tooth. 


Later, at about 3 a.m., the staff 
began trying to herd everyone out. I 
looked at the pitcher on the table, and 
the four of us who were sitting there 
started pounding it back. 

Remember the two old guys? They 
just got up to leave at this point; they 
sat in the same place the whole time, 
right beside the pit. The booth tables 
on either side of their table were 
trashed. They got up, shook the band 
members’ hands, and left with big 
smiles on their faces. Weird. 

I chatted with the band for awhile, 
who said they’d be coming back to 
play the Bronx again soon. I said my 
farewells, staggered home amongst a 
bunch of other drunken, bruised up 
freaks, and woke up in the middle of 
the afternoon with a hangover, aching 
ali over. Yeah!!!

ROLLINS BAND WEIGHT 

Sometimes lapsing into spoken word quictude, Rollins-Band’s second major release, 
Weight, is not an out and out yell-a-thon like their debat for BMG, End Of Silence. That's 
not to say that Weight is lightweight, it’s heavy enough for me, but the production is 
cleaner this time around. So, Henry Rollins’ vocals are easicr to discern. Herein lies the 
paradox. His band is competent, as the straight-edge hard rock sound they provide is solid 
but not revolutionary. So, your like or dislike for Weight will be decided upon whether or 
not you dig Henry himself, as he is the distinguishing factor in the Rollins Band. 

He’s lyrically inspired by the LA street stylings of the late but great Charles Bukowski 
and his ilk. Rollins is an accomplished poet in his own right as he’s published several of 
his books under his publishing label, 2.13.61, but still, I have my doubts. The gutter 
approach works best if the language is kept simple (just as long the author's guts are 
spread all over the page), so, Rollins shouldn’t be knocked for not using a thesaurus, but is 
there art in haiku about burning someone with a cigarette? 


Dismissed by many as a muscle bound meathead, he’s taken notice, maybe too much 
notice, since in the video for “Liar”, he sports a pair of scholarly specs which means he’s 
smart, right? Unsure of his audience, he bludgeons the catch over and over again, “I’m a 
liar. Liar. LIAR. LIAR!”. Okay, I get it, already. 

At times his lyrics do have merit, as in “Divine Object Of Hatred”, Rollins deals with 
feelings of alienation and persecution by lamenting, “When you kick me/When you rape 
me/When you bum me/When you break me/I am divine”. But again he bludgeons the 
word “divine” over and over again, only this time it works. Henry Rollins is a potent 
talent, but Weight is hit and miss... Hit and miss. Hit. Miss. Hit. MISS. Hit. HIT. HIT! Hey,

British Director lain Softiey has crafted a time 
capsule from the early history of the Beatles. It 
is the story of Stu Sutcliffe, played to a sweet 
dazed perfection by Stephen Dorff, during pe- 
riod of the Beatles’ origins in the rough strip 
clubs of Hamburg. 

Sutcliffe, the best pal of John Lennon, was 
seriously intent on canvas painting. Strumming 
his bass vacantly, he wasn’t into hamming it up 
in front of bleary-eyed sailors in seedy clubs. 
Then he fell for Astrid, the photographer who 
convinced the fab four to go mop top. 

The movie explores the non-sexual love 
Lennon had for Sutcliffe. Lennon was not able 
to express his deeper feelings towards the lad 
except through rage and sarcasm. Lennon is 
challenged by the relationship Sutcliffe has with 
Ingrid, and by Stu’s lagging interest in the band. 

Scot Williams as Best, Chris O’Neill as Harrison, 
Gary Bakewell as McCartney, and lan Hart as 
Lennon, personify the brash innocence that 
gave the group its place in musical history.

CROOKLYN 
Cineplex Odeon 


Director Spike Lee is best known for his filmic 
explorations of the militant, political side of the 
black America experience, but with his new 
picture “Crooklyn,” he deals with material that 
is more intimately personal. The result is a film 
that is overlong and often unfocused — and 
occasionally surprisingly moving. 

“Crooklyn” draws on Lee’s memories of 
growingup ina middle-class black neighborhood 
in the early ‘70s. Written in collaboration with 
his sister Joie Susannah Lee and brother Cinqué 
Lee, the film centres on the Carmichael family 
— mother Carolyn (played by Alfre Woodard) 
and father Woody (Delroy Lindo) and their five 
children — who live in a comfortable older 
Brooklyn brownstone, a beautiful place of spa- 
cious, shady rooms and cluttered furniture. 

The main events of the filmand the major 
conflicts occur within the family and within 
the rambling rooms of the old brownstone. 
Much of the action, though, also takes place 
on the street outside, where the children and 
their friends gather on the stoops to chatter 


and debate orto play street games like stoopball 
and stickball. Their talk is wise-cracking and 
clever and the intricacy and energy of their 
games-evokes memories of a time before 
video games when play was a cooperative, 
extrovert activity. 

Lee has dealt with this kind of locale be- 
fore, but never in this way. For the director of 
movies like “Do the Right Thing” and “Malcolm 
X", this is unfamiliar emotional territory and 
his tentativeness with the genre shows early 
on as the energy and optimism of the early 
scenes quickly begin to seem a little forced. 
It’s not until about a third of the way into the 
movie when the point of view shifts from the 
general to the particular that “Crooklyn” be- 
gins to find its heart. This is where we start 
seeing things through the eyes of 10-year-old 
daughter Troy (played with complete natural- 
ness by Zelda Harris.) Through her perspective, 
Lee is able to imbue the events — the sibling 
conflicts, a brief parental separation, Troy's 
own defiant acting-out and the death of her 
mother — with a more believable, often 
poignant flavor.

There's lots of action in this sci-fi adventure, 
but it’s light on plot and heavy on bad costumes.

Back when The Beatles were a bunch 
of Teddy boys that emulated their 
American heroes by pomading their 
hair and wearing skinny rockabilly trou- 
sers and wing tips, there was a fifth 
Beatle named Stu Suttcliffe, who played 
bass with them when they were honing 
their chops in the bars of Hamburg. To 
help tell his story someone has assem- 
bled a band of “real” musicians to play 
the soundtrack to the current lain 
Softley-directed movie. None, how- 
ever, are cast in the movie. 

In truth, there is not a single song 
on here authored by a Beatle, but 
there are a dozen written by pioneers 
like Chuck Berry, Little Richard, 
Penniman, Eddie Cochrane, Berry 
Gordy and Brian Holland. At under 30 
minutes, the record is short by today’s 
or even yesterday’s standards. 

An all-star band consists of nouveau 
mod Greg Dulli (Afghan Whigs) on 

_most lead vocals (except Soul Asy- 
lum’s Dave Pirner on “C’mon Every- 
body”), Don Fleming (Velvet Monkeys) 
on guitar and back-ups, Dave Grohl 
(Nirvana) on drums, Mike Mills (REM) 
on bass and back-ups and Thurston 
Moore (Sonic Youth) on guitar. Don 
Was holds down the production du- 
ties and although the songs may be 
played a little rougher than the origi- 
nal studio versions, the tome of the 
amplification and instruments sounds 
vintage. So is this vulcanized rever- 

eration good” You betcha. 

Was is also responsible for compos- 
ing and- producing the soundtrack’s 
hour of incidental music. This repre- 
sents another soundtrack involvement 
for Terrence Blanchard (Malcolm X), 
who plays trumpet on virtually all tunes, 
along with David McMurray on flute 
and sax, Was also plays bass and the 
sessions feature pianist Eric Reed.
